the defendant shall refrain from excessive use of alcohol and shall not purchase, possess, use, distribute, or administer any 
controlled substance or any paraphemalia related to any controlled substances, except as prescribed by a physician; 

the defendant shall not frequent places where controlled substances are illegally sold, used, distiibuted, or administered; 

the defendant shall not associate witii any persons engaged in criminal activity and shall not associate with any person convicted of a. 
felony, unless granted permission to do so oy the probation officer; 

the defendant shall permit a probation officer to yisit him or her at any time at home or elsewhere and shall permit confiscation of an> 

contraband observed in plain view of the probation officer; 

the defendant shall notify the probation officer within seventy-two hours of being arrested or questioned by a law enforcement officer,

ADDITIONAL SUPERVISED RELEASE TERMS 

-The defendant shall comply with the Bureau of Immigration and Customs Enforcement immigration process. If deported, 
the defendant shall not re-enter the United States without legal authorization during the period of supervision. Should the 
defendant receive permission to return to the United States, he shall report to the U.S. Probation Office in the area where 
he intends to reside within 72 hours of his return. 

The Probation Office shall release the presentence investigation report to all appropriate agencies in order to execute the 
sentence of the Court. Treatment agencies shall return the presentence report to the Probation Office upon the 
defendant's completion or termination from treatment.
